One of the most unpleasant things on earth is contention or division—men 
and women sour under its influence even when temporary, but when it becomes 
chronic in a nation or family, when it is a settled and decided condition of 
being, all the spring and elasticity of Jife, inherent or cultivated, perishes and 
withers by ite power; wherever it takes possession . it produces blight and 
barrenness, whether it commenced in trifles or was the reault of deep-seated 
principle, the same result is inevitable ; when persisted in, it is the foe of 
friendship, the enemy of affection, the N of love—disorganization follows 
in its wake as cheerless winter follows on the heels of summer, but unlike this, 
no power wakes again to resurrection the balmy spirit of returning spring. 

A nation divided against itself is an easy prey to the invader; a family 
divided against itself cannot stand; ne edifice can be built on a shiftin, foun- 
dation, nor can a system be established on uncertainty of principle or pro- 
fession; tyranny may produce grand sesults by, the pressure of unanimity, | 
while lawless liberty creates no a, but i is an weren , and abortive on 
every hand. 

- Principles of the most lofty character are only valuable as they become 
prastioal ; the finest theory of a seraph is valuless when brought into contrast 
with the common sense experience of a wayfaring man; an ideal which is im- 
‘practicable will never save the nations from destruction; the culture of its 
intellect, its reason and its tongue, will never obliterate its cheerless outlook 
or solve its. pressing problems ; the cold and chilly atmosphere of schools must 
‘be warmed to life by soul, be nourished by inspiration, and put into practice 
‘by conferred authority; yet even then men may look for fruit ben the season 
is untimely, social truths may produce momentary’ social disorder, religious 
‘truth may evoke the genii of and Christ find his 
‘Calvary with his ron. 

In looking through the microscope of local direnmatanes,;-2 8 may 
appear to be a curse, but the wide sweep of a telescope ranging through a life 

or age discerns arounded whole. The processes of education are subtle, and 
okt beyond the common observer's reach, yet nations have sprang to freedom 
by the patriot’s grave, and the lurid flames of religious persecution have lit 
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the way to religious liberty. The revelation of the Gospel brings to its 
recipient ita perennial benediction of immortal peace, yet a man’s foes are 
they of his own household,” and the calm and majestic Prince of Peace declares, 
4 Think not I am come to send peace on earth, I came not to send peace, but a 
word; I am come to set a man at variance against his father, and the 
dunghing-ageinss her mother, and the daughter-in-law against the mother-in- 
law.” (Matt. x, 34, 35.) Because of this declaration superficial men have 
denounced the introduction of those saving principles, and made religion: the 
stalking-horee and quick excuse for gross contention and decided crimes but 
do the conditions prophesied indicate the results of general acceptance and 
practice of the Truth 7 Or is it not implied in harmony with other prophecies, 
‘that while peace shall be the heritage of the obedient, the disobedient will so 
far forget themselves as to inaugurate a condition of one-sided war? Be- 
hold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of wolves ; be ye therefore wise as 
serpents, and harmless as doves. Beware of men, for they will deliver you 
up to the councils, and they will scourge you in their synagogues, and ye shall 
be brought before governors and kings for my sake; and the brother shall 
deliver up the ‘brother to death, and the father the child, and the children 
shall rise up — their perenta, and cause them to be put to death.” (Matt. 
x, 16—21.) 

It might nob surprise us to find national prejudice 0 by kingeraft, 
lounding men on to animosity and death; it might not surprise us to see 
‘religious faction (local or otherwise) lead its 0 under so forcefal an influ- 
ence on to persecution and extermination, but who would look or prophecy 
that in the sacred circle of Home, in the warm associations of kindred blood, 
among those ‘whom every tie would seem to bind together, the spirit of anta- 
gonism could 80 far be cultivated ? Unless experience had demonstrated so 
unpalatable a truth to our own experience, would we not look at so direfal a 
prospect as the promise and prophecy of a menomaniac, instead of it being the 
far-reaching inspiration of a gifted soul! 

Testimony in abundante can be found to illustrate an eternal truth. There 
are thousands of instances in connection with the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter. day Saints, where this family opposition exists—bere a wife against the 
husband, and there the husband against the wife, parents against the children, 
and children against the parents. To those on the opposition, Mormonism'“ 
is a very bitter pill,” it is a disreputable system,” a ‘‘ system of deception,” 
it is without a solitary redeeming virtue; its Alpha and Omega the gratifica- 
tion of the passions, and its essential spirit that of bondage to ‘‘a one man 
power ! its intelligent believers and students may resent these ideas from 
the rising of the sun to the going down thereof ;” they may be illustrations of 
its power in a blameless life, and be in all respects ‘‘ beyond suspicion and 
above reproach,” yet they are the inevitable victims of prejudice, and family 
‘relations only tolerate their presence ; when to be everything different to this, 

would present no barrier to the sogial amenities of life, but welcome every- 
‘where would wait upon their footsteps and their presence. Otherwise good 
wives, make life anpleasant for au acknowledged, kind, and faithful husband ; 

otherwise good husbands, make life intolerable to a true wife and perfect 
mother; both deprive children of home enjoyment, and that consideration 
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which integrity to ennobling truth should command--at least at home., We 
allow ourselves on all hands to create victims; when unity of action: and com] 
mon fidelity would make a little heaven on earth. The Prophet aaka, How 
can two walk together exoept they be agreed, yet: Paul the diplomatist, puts 
it in this wise, But to the rest speak I, not the Lord, if any brother hath a wife 
that believeth not and she be pleased to dwell with him, let him not put her 
away, and the woman who hath a husband that believeth not and if he be 
pleased to dwell with her let her not leave him; for the unbelieving husband 
is sanctified by the wife, and the unbelieving wife is sanctified by the husband ;” 
yet many circumstances have occurred in this dispensation consequent on the 
gathering, where Paul’s advice would have been altogether out of place and 
unmarked by wisdom. In this gathering is involved the fulfilment of that. 

prophecy which says, I will take you one of a city and two of a family, and 
J will bring you to Zion, (there) I will give you pastors according to mine own 
heart, who shall feed you with knowledge and understanding.” (Jer. iii, 14, 15.)

Elder David James, writing Salt Lake — — 
I never saw the people as a whole more united, or working for the 0 
of Temples, etc., with greater zeal than they are doing now. The Twelve are 
also trying to eee emigration fund, by having all vho are 
able, to pay up their indebtedness, and may- be before next season donations. 
will be solicited from others, so that some now in bondage will be delivered 
from Babylon, and brought to these valleys the coming year; at the same time 
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I am satisfied that many who would willingly make sacrifice of many comforts, 

and doviaté to-dssivt‘in gathering the poor, have been discouraged ftom doing 

20 by the ‘apoutaty bf some of those who dome yearly to Zion. The time now 

consnmed in getting here is sd short; that they do not experience the hardships 

which’ were incident to the time and way in which we journeyed when we came- 
. here's they are not prepared for the change from old traditions and methods 

of living, to'thoss of & new country like this; if they are not met at the station 
when they arrive, ‘and then set down in precinely the same condition of things. 
as they had left only a few days previously, they become immediately dis- 
eouragsd, and wish they were back among the leeks and onions of Egypt. 

How different this to our experience—-we had to spend from seven to ten weeks 
on a sailing vessel, travel two or three weeks on crowded steamboats, camp out 
on the western prairies for two orjthree months waiting for cattle and wagons, 

then begin 2 toilsome journey of 1,360 miles with ox-teams over rolling 
prairies, with mud axle deep for hundreds of miles, fording rivers, crossing 
rocky mountains, until foot-sore, weary, and hungry, we landed at last at the 
haven of our desired rest, costing us a journey of some six or eight months” 
duration, when we were able to rejoice in the luxury of a cold potato, and to 
feel glad that we hed been delivered from Babylon, and deemed worthy to come 
up through much tribulation. If the Saints that now come up to Zion could 
only appreciate the blessings of having a highway cast up for them,” instead 
of traveling the way we did, they certainly would praise God and shout halle- 
lujahs to his name for his great salvation wrought out for them.“ 


Elder Warren B. Smith writes from Ackingthorp, Derbyshire, as follows :— 
‘‘ have often thought of the timely words of our worthy President, Joseph 
F. Smith, when directing the. Elders to visit new grounds, and the stranger 
who had not yet heard the Gospel. He said that if the Elders would thus go 
out with holy desires and with prayerful hearts, they would be blessed, and
